Allah is All-knowing QJUJI), Omniscient QJLdl) and 
Knower of the unseen 

The name “All-Knowing” for Allah Exalted is 
mentioned in the Holy Qur’an hundred and fifty seven 
times. 

The knowledge of Allah comprehensive for the past and 
present and for all that will happen in the future in this 
world and in the Hereafter, and is comprehensive and 
extends to everything seen and unseen, apparent and 
hidden. 

He knows all the people’s hearts conceal and what their 
souls whisper to them. He also knows all about their 
circumstances and what is bound to improve their 
condition. 

Allah said in Qur’an “Indeed, Allah is Knowing of all 
things” (Al-Anfal:75) 

And said “The Prophet said, "My Lord knows whatever 
is said throughout the heaven and earth, and He is the 
Hearing, the Knowing."” (Al-Anbya:4) 

And said: “He is the Knower of the Unseen and seen” 
(Al-Anaam: 73) 

And said: “And He knows what is on the land and in the 
sea. Not a leaf falls but that He knows it. And no grain is 
there within the darknesses of the earth and no moist or 
dry [thing] but that it is [written] in a clear record."

And the knowledge of man is weak, little and 
insignificant , whatever the techniques he develop and 
whatever a man pride oneself of his ability to everything 
but all this knowledge worth nothing against the 
knowledge of Allah.

Then Khidhar said: “ Mine 
and Your knowledge didn’t decrease the knowledge of 
Allah, but as this bird decreased the water of ocean with 
its beak”

and his knowledge of every small and large, and 
knowledge of heart conceal, then there must be the result 
in our daily life.

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Generosity of The Prophet 

The Prophet (peace and blessings of Allah be upon 
him) is represented as the ideal and the example of 
generosity and munificence. He was the most 
openhanded person in the world, he was the most 
generous during the month of Ramadan and the 
generosity of Messenger of Allah (£S) waxed faster 
than the rain bearing wind. 

He has attained the perfection in his love of giving, 
He was giving without calculation and was not 
fearing the poverty, trusting great praise of Allah and 
believing that He is the only Provider and Sustainer. 

Musa bin. Anas reported on the authority of his 
father: “It never happened that Allah's Messenger (^§) 
was asked anything for the sake of Islam and he did 
not give that. There came to him a person and he gave 
him a large flock (of sheep and goats) and he went 
back to his people and said: My people, embrace 
Islam, for Muhammad gives so much charity as if he 
has no fear of poverty”. 

Abu Hurairah (May allah be pleased with him) 
reported: Messenger of Allah (^S) said: "If I had gold 
equal to Mount Uhad (in weight), it would not please

me to pass three nights and I have a thing of it left 
with me, except what I retain for repayment of a 
debt". 

The Prophet presented this ideal and became the role 
model, and his happiness was great when he spent all 
what he had. 

After that he teaches the Muslims with his sayings 
and workings to create the love of generosity. 

Abu Hurairah (,^>) reported: Messenger of Allah ($&) 
said, "He who gives in charity the value of a date 
which he legally earned, and Allah accepts only that 
which is pure, Allah accepts it with His Right Hand 
and fosters it for him, as one of you fosters his mare, 
until it becomes like a mountain." 

He gave preference over himself, his munificence 
was in the right places, spending for Allah, either for 
the poor, or for the needy, or for the sake of Allah, or 
a coalition for Islam, etc. 

What a great generosity and munificence of Him! 
Such a good character is a single part of his best 
characters which He was carrying. 


“Indeed Allah is Jawad (generous) and He loves generosity” (Tirmidhi) 
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Hamza Bin Abdul Muttalib 

His name is Hamza Ibn Abdul Muttalib Ibn Hashim Ibn 
Manaf Ibn Qusai. 

His nick name was Abu Amarah, He was designated as 
“Lion of Allah and Leader of Martyrs” . 

He was bom in Mecca before two years of Prophet's 
birth, so he was very close to the Prophet. 

He was also the brother of the Prophet by feeding; (the 
same woman had feed them both, she was Halima Al- 
Saadiya) and Prophet’s Uncle. 

He embraced Islam in the second year of the Prophet's 
message after his story with Abu Jahal. 

The Prophet Muhammad (pbuh) was very pleased by 
acceptance of Islam by a warrior like Hamza. 
He was one of the bravest men in Mecca and many 
people feared him. 

When Hamza became Muslim, Quraish knew that the 
Prophet will become strong and powerful, and Hamza 
will fortify the Prophet so they stopped form some things 
which they were doing with Prophet. 

He migrated to Madinah and joined the battle of Badr, He 
killed Shaiba bin Rabia in swordplay, He earned name 


“ Hamzah is the leader of Martyrs” (Hakim) 
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Hamza Bin Abdul Muttalib 

and fame for his excellent bravery in the battle of Badr. 
In that battle the Muslims killed many Quraish leaders 
including Abu Jahl. 

In the battle of Uhud, He was one of the targets of the 
infidels for killing, because many Quraish heroes were 
killed by Him in the battle of Badr. 

As a result at one stage of the battle, Abyssinian slave 
Wahshi Ibn Harb with a spear attacked him. He fell down 
on the ground and was martyred. 

After his assassination Hind bin ‘Utbah ripped open the 
liver of Hamza and chewed it; but finding it unpleasant, 
she spat it out. She even made the ears and noses of 
Muslims into anklets and necklaces. 

When the Messenger of Allah saw how his uncle and 
foster brother, Hamza, was mutilated, he was extremely 
grieved. 

Ibn Mas‘ud said: We have never seen the Messenger of 
Allah weeping so much as he was for Hamza bin ‘Abdul 
Muttalib. He directed him towards Al-Qiblah, then he 
stood at his funeral and sobbed his heart out. May Allah 
be pleased with Him.
